1. SUMMARY: FRG HAS PROPOSED A NUMBER OF AMENDMENTS TO 
REF B REPORT. THESE ARE DESIGNED TO UPDATE TEXT WITH 
RESPECT TO NEW LEGISLATIVE AND REGULATORY ACTIONS AND 
TO DESCRIBE MORE ACCURATELY AND FAIRLY GERMAN POLLUTION 
CONTROL PHILOSOPHIES AND PROGRAMS. EMBASSY HAS 
REVIEWED FRG PROPOSALS AND, SO FAR AS WE CAN DETERMINE 
IN VERY LIMITED TIME AVAILABLE, THESE AMENDMENTS DO 
REFLECT PRESENT SITUATION HERE. ENVIRONMENTAL 
PROTECTION IS DOMESTICALLY-SENSITIVE ISSUE IN FRG. WE 
RECOMMEND THAT FRG AMENDMENTS BE ACCEPTED, 

INCLUDING THOSE WHICH ONLY SERVE TO IMPROVE FRG IMAGE. 
EMBASSY URGES THAT DRAFT FOURTH REPORT FOR CONGRESS

3. OTHER LEGISLATION 
A. NOISE 

AT PRESENT, FEDERAL JURISDICTION IN THE FIELD OF 
NOISE CONTROL IS BASED PRIMARILY ON THE FOLLOWING 
TWO LAWS: 

LAW FOR PROTECTION AGAINST AIRCRAFT NOISE, OF 
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MARCH 30, 1971. 

FOR ALL MAJOR COMMERCIAL AIRPORTS AND MILITARY 
JET AIRFIELDS, NOISE-PROTECTION AREAS DIVIDED 
INTO INNER AND OUTER ZONES ARE ESTABLISHED 
ACCORDING TO THE NOISE LEVEL CAUSED BY THE AIR 
TRAFFIC AT THE AIRPORT, INCLUDING EXPANSIONS 
OF TRAFFIC DENSITY PREDICTED FOR THE NEXT 
DECADE. 

THE LAW CONTAINS REGULATIONS FOR LAND USE AND 
CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS IN THE ZONED AREA.

STATUTORY DECREES WHICH CAME INTO FORCE ON SEPT. 1.

- ACCOUNTABILITY IN RESPECT TO WASTES: THIS REQUIRES 
KEEPING REGISTERS OF THE OWNERS OF WASTES, THEIR

DISPOSAL FACILITIES. THIS REQUIREMENT WILL MAKE IT
